Euch conditions, the government .would 
fce compelled from tlie beginning to ex- 
change gold for sliver doliars and their 
paper representatives -whenever de- 
manded,just asilt now exchanges gold for 
Us own notes when cema.:ided: and as 
the coinage of "ellver dollars would be 
unlimited, and, 'therefore, consequently 
increasing:, a point would soon be reached 
v/hsre it would be-"impossible to continue 
the process of redemption. The Implied 
obligation of the government to preserve 
ihe value of the money which it coins 
from Its own bullion and for its own use, 
and which it forces ita citizens to re- 
ceive in exchange for their property ami 
services, has been supplemented by two 
statutory declarations, which substan- 
tially pledge the public faith 
to 
the 
maintenance of that policy. 


With knowledge ot these assurances, 
the people have received those coins 
and have relied confidently upon the 
good faith of their government; and the 
confidence thus inspired has been a most 
potent factor in the maintenance of thu 
parity. 
The public has been satisfied 
that so long as our present monetary 
system is preserved, the government 
will do whatever Ita moral obligations 
and express declarations require it to 
do, and very largely, as a consequence! 
of this confidence In the good faith ol 
the executive authorities, the silver 
coins have not depreciated In value. 
It Is not doubted that whatever can 
be lawfully done to maintairrequality In 
the exchangeable value of the two met- 
als, will be done whenever it becornea 
necessary, and although sliver dollars 
and silver certificates have not up to the 
present time been recelved'ln exchange 
for gold, yet. It the time shall ever come 
when the parity cannot be otherwise 
maintained, such exchanges 
will be 
made. It Is the duty of the secretary o! 
the treasury, and of all other public offi-. 
dais, to execute in good faith the policy 
declared by congress, ^ind whenever he 
shall be satisfied that the silver dollar 
cannot be kept equal In purchasing pow- 
er with the gold dollar, except by receiv- 
ing it In exchange for the gold dollar, 
when such exchange is demanded, 11 
v/111 be his duty to adopt that course. 


But if our present policy is adhered 
to.and the coinage Is kept within reason- 
able limits, the means heretofore em- 


I ployed for the maintenance of the parity 


will doubtless be found sufficient "in the 
future, and our silver dollars and silver 
certificates will continue to circulate at 
par with gold, thus enabling the people 
to use both metals instead of one only, 
ps would be the case If the parity were 
destroyed by free coinage-

Many correspondents ask for informa- 


tion on thia point, and a brief answer 
will be given. 


Under free coinage the owner of sil- 


ver bullion would take it to the mint 
and have it coined into dollars. 
With 


these dollars he would pay his employ- 
ees, purchase his supplies, pay his taxes, 
debts aud all other expenses. .The per- 
sons thus receiving them would in like 
mimner pay their debts' and liabilities 
und meet their expenses.. Thus it would 
make its rounds and find its way throng): 
the entire community. 


'Not only would it at once enter into 


cri re illation, but it would have the effect; 
of bringing a InTgc amount of money 
into usu that ip ao\v lying idle. As sil- 
ver floated out 'i:ito the channels of 
trade it would rni=e prices nud stimu- 
late bnsinc-ss. When prices rise, moucy 
always comes from its:hidiny places for 
invcsiiiuut. When property isgoiug up, 
men will buy ii, expecting to ronp a 
profit from the rise. 
When prices ad- 


vance—v;hr-n property become dearer— 
it inciins that money is gDUiiip cheaper. 
Therefore men who have money r.re anx- 
ious to avoid less by converting their 
n.ion^y, which is falling, into propc-rry 
tliat is rising. 
. This explains why it is that in sea- 
sons of falling prices anil business .stag- 
nation there always seems ro boa inpor- 
abiindunce of mnney—tbat is, a large 
amount of itilo money for which there 
is no USB. 


When property values are falling, the 


man with money holds on to it. He 
says, "If I buy now, the property will 
shrink iu value, and I will lose. Sol 
will wait until the bottom mark is 
reached." But as soon a^ it gets to the 
bottom ho will Jr.iy, provided always 
that he tecs u chance for an upward 
movement. 


There is scarcely n reader of Tho 


National Bimetallist who has not acted 
upon this principle, and who doe.s not 
act -upon it every day. 


Briefly and concisely stated, tho prin- 


ciple is this: When, prices are falling, 
it is ndv:mtnf;cons to hold on to our 
money if wo have any. When prices are 
rising, it puya better to invest the money 
in property or in Eornoproductive enter- 
prise. 


The argument (?) by the gold people 


tbat if we had free coinage tbe poor 
man would noc ho able to get any of tho 
money coined presents another of their 
innumerable absurdities rind contradic- 
tious.1 In one breath they insist; that the 
poor rnun will be loaded down with 
cumbersome CO cent dollars und in the 
i:est that he will i:ot be ablo to get any 
or them, even if they be coined. 


It ought to be apparent that if silver 


bullion cannot-be coined it is utterly 
impossible for it to get in.lo circulation. 
If it can be coined, there is at leas1^ a 
chance for us all to gut some of it. Let 
us take that chance.—National Bimev- 
allist.

He Writes Upon Preserving 


the Parity,

i.'y Ijr.-ar Sir—Your letter, asking how 
tho silver clollarK, which contain a quan- 
tity of bullion commercially -worth only 
about 53 cents each, are maJntalnecl at 
a parity with gold, notwithstanding tha 
fact that the government rlo<:s not cll- 
recUy ledeem them. <.ir the certlflcat-rE 
l3Bued upon them. In gold, IB received 
arid, as a great ninny Inquiries upon the 
Btrafc subject are addressed to me from 
cltterer.t parts ot the country, which It 
Is Impracticable to auswer In detail, J 
vlll tafce advantage of, your favor to 
answer them all at once. 


All the standard silver dollars Issued 


from the mints since i;ne passage of the 
net of 1S76. no^v amounting lo more than 
5433.000.0CO. bave been coined on public 
account r;-om bullion purchased by tha 
government, and are legal tender In 
payment of all debts, pubUc and private, 
without regard to the amount, except 
when otherwise expressly-stipulated in 
tho contract between the parties. They 
btlong to the government when coined, 
and they are paid out by the govern- 
ment at a parity with cold £01- property 
and services of oil kinds and received 
from the people at it parity with gold la 
II" p.-.yment of all public dues and debts. 
The government has made no discrim- 
ination whatever between the coins ol 
the f.vo metnls. Gold has been paid on 
Its coin obligations, when eo'.d was de- 
manded, und silver has besn paid, when 
Kllvtr was demanded. Under this policy 
Hie coinage has been so limited by law, 
tnd the policy of the treasury depart- 
ment, that toe a.mcunted coin has not 
been so great as to drive the more valu- 
tible coin, solU. out of use, and thus de- 
I'iroy the basis of our monetary system, 
Ji-.icl ia ?onrj as the two metiils are of un- 
equal ccmitnerclaj value, at a ratio es- 
tablished by law, this limitation upon 
the coinage is, lo my opinion, absolutely 
c-.i-icntial lo tbe maintenance of their 
p.-u-ity In eUtrtlnEC exchanges. It con- 
si ilutes tbe principal safeguard and pro- 
ti-ctiou or our currency against Che de- 
1 rc-ciation, which, the experiences of all 
countries Las sliov.-n, would otherwise 
i-esult from the attempt to use two 
lesal leader coins of the same denomina- 
tion, but of u-nequal value. 1C the lim- 
itation irexe removed, confidence In the 
ability of the government to preserve 
etjiuUlty In the exchangeable values ot 
the coin -would, be destroyed, and the 
rarity would be lost lontr before the 
amount ot silver colnase'had become 
really excessive. 
"\Vlth free and un- 
llmlica cuinairf of silver, on account of 
rrivatt- Individuals and corporations, 
Ihe government would be under no moral 
obligation to maintain the parky, and, 
moreover. It would be unable to do BO, 
because the volume of overvalued silver 
lorccd Into circulation, by a U-gal tender 
ITovlsion. would soon expel gold from 
the country, or put such a premium upon 
It that It would be Impossible to procure 
and holci In the treasury a sufiiclent 
ujnoum :o provide for the redemption ot 
Eilvti-r or. presentation.

tho unemployed is notof modern origin, 
and to prove their assertion, so far as 
the English speaking race is concerned, 
they point to the early legislation 
against paupers and vagrants and to the 
poor law of Elizabeth, which, in its es- 
sence, endured far into our own century. 


In this connection it may not be 


amiss to recall the history of ti,-i evolu- 
tion of the English pauper and vagr;int 
as we find it told in "Six Centuries of 
Work and Wuges," by Thorold Rogers, 
supplemented by facts presented by an- 
othar writer whose accuracy and care in 
statement have gone unquestioned amid 
the fiercest attacks upon the deductions 
ho makes. The writer is Kail Marx, 
and the book is "Capital. " 


The fifteenth century was the golden 


age of the English laborer. High wages 
:ind cheap food loft a wide margin be- 
tween tho workingman's earnings and 
his necessary expenditures for food, 
clothing and shelter. Serfdom had dis- 
appeared as a practical issue at the end 
of the fourteenth century. Free peasant 
proprietors formed the great majority 
of the population. The agricultural 
wage laborers consisted portly of peas- 
tints, who utilized their spare lime by 
working ou the large estates, partly of 
an independent special class of wage 
laborers. 
These, together with the rest 


of the peasants, enjoyed the usufruct of 
the common land, which gave pasture 
to their cuttle and furnished firewood 
and timber.

In 
some cases, wives refused to go after 
they had entered the ships, and were 
locked In tile cabins by their husbands, 
and in several Instances the people went 
on shore again with their belongings 
at the very last moment. 


Those people, wives, falhers and chil- 


dren, have been drummed up. in and 
about this city, by Brazilian Immigra- 
tion agents, whose statements of the 
country have been shown to be exagger 
ated. So ciuickly and quietly has the 
scheme been worked, that there was no 
chance to warn the emigrants, though 
the matter was taken up by both the 
civic authorities, the federal parliament, 
as well as the priests, at the last mo- 
ment.
